Friends of C.I.A. have quietly tried 
to answer this criticism by pointing out 
that what M A Eisenhower might have 
meant was that he had not been in- 
formed by either the British or the 
French about the ultimatum *or by the 
Israelis that .they planned to invade

Yakuta, who praised Soviet] 
authorities for their "humane 


treatment," told -a. harrowing' 
tale of ..life under American, 
agents in the “spy schools” he] 
was put through in West Ger 
many. 

“In o^der to turn us into 
obedient servants and make us! 
l-forget our love! for our mother- 
land," he said, “the Americans 
encouraged drinking, gambling] 
and bad language among u$; 
and even took us to Munich to 
visit Immoral houses to enjoy 
ourselves.” 

Khmelnitsky told how he 
duped .the Americans by acting 1 
as a double agent. He said after 
his arrest he confessed his trea- 
son and asked to make retribu- 
tion by working for Soviet in- 
telligence and deceiving his for- 
mer employers. * 

He claimed he established 
[contact with -American agents 
by radio and as recently^ts 
Dec. 30 sent out false informa- 
tion Supplied him by Soviet 
security men. He said the; 
Americans believed he was a 
good agent aind entrusted him 
with finding landing fields for 
spy planes. U 

Khmelnitsky said he told!;! 
Americans he worked at BryH 
ansk in Byelorussia. He added 
his foreign contact told him 
during the Hungarian uprising 1 
to recruit and arm agents from 
among Soviet citizens and take 
.them into the forest of Bryansk 
to await orders- 

He also asserted his job was 
to collect Intelligence data and 
spread gossip about high So- 
viet figures in order to disgrace 
them. 

He ' implied, he was consid- 
ered an -American “spy” in 1 
good standing up to t£e time 
he appeared on the television 
show and was to have made 
his’-? next secret- broadcast 1 
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I An ousted official of the united 
t States '.Information Agency .says 
at least two of, the 10 Americans 
Ixeld prisoner by the Red Chinese 
are agents of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. 

Charles Edmundson said yes- 
terday that is why the State 
Department has been trying to 
bar United States newsmen from 
going to Communist China. 

He said the Department fears 
the newsmen might learn some 
of the imprisoned Americans are 
intelligence agents and that thus 
might weaken United States ef- 
forts 'to get the , prisoners freed. 

A State Department spokes- 
man declined immediate > com- 
ment. A CIA'spokesman said he 
1 had no comment to make. 

.Dost Post In Korea 
Mr. Edmundson was fixed last 
i month irom his USIA post in 
Korea after he had criticized 
! President Eisenhower’s proposals 
for blocking Communist expan- 
sion in the Middle .East. 

Appearing on -a television in- 
terview (WMAL-ABC College 
News Conference). Mr. Edmund- 
son said he..the CIA and the Red 
Chinese all know that ' some of 
the' 10 Americans are agents of 
the CIA and “perhaps other in- 
telligence agencies.” 

He named only "Fecteau and 
Downey.” Two of the Ameri- 
cans still in Red Chinese hands 
are .John T. ' Downey of New 
Britain, Conn., and Richard H. 
Fecteau of Lynn. Mass. At the 
time of their capture in 1952, 
they had been listed as civilian 
, employes of the United States 
ii.Army who were aboard an Air 
Force plane when it was shot 
down. 

The Red Chinese have Identi- 
fied the two as CIA agents and 
given them prison terms for 
espionage.
